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A request for continued examination under 3 7 CFR 1.114 was 
filed in this application after a decision by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences, but before the filing of a 
Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit 
or the commencement of a civil action.

Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Adams et al. (6,099,497). Adams et al . , in 
figure 9, disclose the steps of providing a stent 64, 74 having 
a first section and a second section, mounting the stent on a 
catheter having two balloons 24 , 26 , wherein the balloons are 
positioned side by side, advancing the catheter and stent 
through the vascular system to a position proximal of the 
bifurcation, positioning the stent so that the second section is 
aligned with the opening to the side branch vessel, inflating 
the balloons to radially expand the stent so that the first 
section apposes and contacts the main vessel proximal of the 
bifurcation and the second section apposes and contacts the 
opening of the side branch vessel and deflating the balloons and 
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withdrawing the catheter. Adams et al . , in figure 9, fail to 
disclose the two balloons as having different lengths (i.e. a 
"long balloon" and a "short balloon"). However, Adams et al . , 
in figure 17, teach that the balloons should have different 
lengths, apparently in order to obtain the advantage of 
facilitating easy passage through the vasculature. It would 
have been obvious to make the balloons in the embodiment of 
figure 9 have different lengths so that this embodiment too 
would have this advantage.
